1. INDICATIONS ARE BEGINNING TO ACCUMULATE THAT AEROPERU 
DOES NOT INTEND TO BEGIN OPERATIONS TO MIAMI AS OF JULY 28 
AND WILL USE AS EXCUSE FACT THAT OPERATING PERMIT WILL NOT BE 
ISSUED UNTIL LATER THIS MONTH AND THAT TIME REMAINING DOES NOT 
PERMIT AEROPERU TO MEET OTHER CAB AND FAA REQUIREMENTS. 
AEROPERU PRESIDENT SOTO HAS IN FACT SAID AS MUCH TO LIMA 

FAA REPRESENTATIVE IRISH. 

2. IN ORDER TO FORESTALL TO EXTENT POSSIBLE EFFORT BY GOP/ 
AEROPERU TO SHIFT BLAME TO U.S. EMBASSY BELIEVES IT WOULD 
BE HELPFUL IF AMBASSADOR WERE ABLE TO SEND LETTER TO SOTO 
AND TRANSPORT MINISTER MENESES WHICH WOULD MAKE FOLLOWING 
POINTS: 

A. CAB HAS APPROVED AND SENT FORWARD TO PRESIDENT 
FOR SIGNATURE AEROPERU'S OPERATING PERMIT. PERMIT 
DOES NOT INCLUDE THE TWO CONDITIONS TO WHICH GOP HAS 
OBJECTED. WE EXPECT THAT THE PRESIDENT WILL SIGN 
PERMIT AT EARLY OPPORTUNITY. 
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B. THERE ARE SEVERAL OTHER FORMALITIES WITH WHICH 
AEROPERU MUST COMPLY BEFORE BEGINNING OPERATIONS. 

WE URGE THAT AEROPERU BEGIN TO COMPLY WITH THESE 
REQUIREMENTS WITHOUT WAITING FOR THE PRESIDENT TO 
SIGN THE OPERATING PERMIT. THESE REQUIREMENTS ARE 
AS FOLLOWS: 

(1) AEROPERU MUST FILE ITS RATE STRUCTURE WITH 
THE CAB FOR APPROVAL. THIS NORMALLY MUST BE 
DONE THIRTY DAYS BEFORE AN AIRLINE INTENDS TO 
BEGIN OPERATIONS. CAB IS WILLING TO GRANT 
EXEMPTION FROM THIS THIRTY-DAY REQUIREMENT IN 
ORDER TO PERMIT AEROPERU TO BIGN OPERATING 
ON JULY 28. 

(2) AEROPERU MUST SIMILARLY FILE ITS FREQUENCIES 
WITH CAB, FOR INFORMATION PURPOSES ONLY. THIRTY 
DAYS PRIOR TO BEGINNING OPERATIONS. CAB IS 
WILLING TO GRANT EXEMPTION FROM THIS REQUIREMENT. 

IN THE MEANTIME, THERE IS NOTHING TO BAR AEROPERU FROM 
ADVERTISING ITS SERVICES WITH NOTATION THAT FARE 
STRUCTURE IS SUBJECT TO APPROVAL. 

(3) AEROPERU MUST APPLY TO FAA FOR AN OPERATING 
CERTIFICATE AND FAA REPRESENTATIVE IRISH IS WILLING 

TO ACCOMPANY AEROPERU OPERATIONS REPRESENTATIVE TO 
MIAMI FAA OFFICE TO EXPEDITE ISSUANCE OF PERMIT 
WHICH SHOULD NOT REQUIRE MORE THAN ONE OR TWO 
DAYS. 

C. WE DO NOT BELIEVE THAT INSOFAR AS COMPLIANCE WITH U.S. 
REQUIREMENTS IS CONCERNED THERE IS ANY REASON WHY AEROPERU 
CANNOT OPERATE TO MIAMI ON JULY 28. WHETHER AEROPERU DOES 
BEGIN OPERATIONS ON THAT DATE IS SOMETHING THAT AEROPERU 
MUST DECIDE. WE ARE ANXIOUS THAT AEROPERU DO SO IF IT WISHES 
AND ARE PREPARED TO DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO BE OF 
ASSISTANCE. 

3. EMBASSY DOES NOT KNOW WHETHER FOREGOING SUGGESTED TEXT ACCORDS 
WITH FACTS AS INTERESTED WASHINGTON AGENCIES KNOW THEM. WE WOULD 
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APPRECIATE IF IF DEPARTMENT WOULD MAKE SUCH CHANGES IN THIS TEXT 
AS MAY BE NECESSARY AND ADVISE US ACCORDINGLY SO THAT AMBASSADOR 
CAN SEND LETTER FORWARD AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, HOPEFULLY BY EARLY NEXT 
WEEK.
